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1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees.

2. Claims 1-20 and 27 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-35 of copending 
Application No. 09/883552. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because the instant claims call for a meat-like product 
containing a particular protein ingredient. The protein product of copending Application No. 
09/883552 is silent regarding its use in a meat-like product. However, it is well known to 
prepare protein supplements in a meat product or meat substitute product, and it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have employed the 
particular protein product of copending Application No. 09/883552 in the meat-like product as 
claimed as a matter of preference. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented.
